Sir: It is reported that {n a certain newspaper 
office of one of the larger Missouri towns a 
bright, intelligent negro is employed. The sheet 
is Republican, while, strange to relate, the 
negro is a Democrat and a strong advocate of 
the League of Nations.

Having a straw man up for President, the 
Republicans naturally attach more importance 
to straw votes than the Democrats, who have a 
real man running and prefer to wait for the real 
vote. Straw votes are no more satisfactory than 
the straw man Senator Harding would be if he 
were elected. The New York Times tells us that 
a suburban train running out of that city and 
carrying one of the richest suburban communi- 
ties in Connecticut showed an almost solid straw 
vote for Cox, which induced the Times to cal! its 
men in and believe that the people are some- 


times joshing. 
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A reader of Just-a-Minute who cannot have 
read us as closely as he should is opposed to the 
League of Nations because he says it guaran- 
tees the territorial integrity of England. He 
doesn’t like England, nor does he want to help 
her hold what she has gained by conquest. We 
have raised here an interesting phase of the 
League of Nations debate. Inythe first place, 
none of us likes the way England got her Em- 
pire—any more than any of the nations likes 
the way we got ours. But the covenant of the 
League of Nations does not guarantee to En- 
gland what she has. It guarantees her against 
external aggression. You can’t take any of the 
colonies of England; but they can detach them- 
selves if they like, or joining together as they 
like. Does our reader understand that? If he 
does, what else does he require? C€rtainly he 
could not require that the le to the as- 
sistance of any colony whic es for inde- 
pendence. That would be ue of war. 
Our own colonies may be rst to strike. 
Possibly Porto Rico would lea@ the movement. 
So much for that point. There is another point 
involved in the same objection to the leawue. 
Does our reader Know how we could organize 
a league of any better material than we have 
cn earth? Must we organize it among coun- 
tries such as we have, or can we go to other 
planets for exactly the kind of countries 
with which we would like to be  asso- 
ciated? There is some fine noodleheadedness 
upon this score, If the countries with which 
we are asked to associate were altogether the 
sort with which we would like to associate, we 
would not need any league of nations. Our 
reader is writing us what he feels, not what he 
thinks. He bears England a grudge, just as a 
great many Latin-Americans bear the United 
States a grudge. We must not. recall 
when woe talk of these other countries 
that we have ourselves lived by the sword. 
There Is no reason why Hiram Johnson is 
against the League of Nations beyond the in- 
teresting fact that Hiram {ts at times one of our 
most useful eccentrics. There is, though, a 
good reason which he might have tn mind, and 
that is this: We took California from Mexico. 
Whether it was the better part of Mexico we 
will leave you to say. At any rate, Hiram sets 
great store by his absurd Opinion that the 
League of Nations will open every old sore in 
the world back to the territorial jumble of 
the Old Testament, Believing that, it ought to 
be quite credible to him that Mexico will ask 
the League of Nations to give California back. 
Naturally, Hiram would oppose that. As he 
likes to say, he would oppose it with every bone 
in his body. He knows whether or-not Mexico 
would have a good case, and we know. The 
less we say about how other empires were made 
the bettcr it will be for everybody if we are to 
have a happy family on earth. That is what we 
want—a happy family on earth. We can never 
have it unless there {s widespread tolerance 
for some of us who have been very bad boys. 
We wish we could invite an = ader to the reg- 
ular Saturday morning conferencesof our two- 
story thinkers; but nobody there {ts Interested 
in what anyone feels.

“If every one of these legal re- 
quirements were applied to the mod- 
ern home it would be a better home,

home,” it was pointed out. 
“T have thought of that,” ad- 

mitted Mrs. Frederick. ‘‘Neverthe- 


less, whether some of us like it or 
not, we are learning that in the mod- 


ern, closely knit community life we): 


can’t have go-as-you-please business, 

“Since all the officers in a corpo- 
ration share equally in its responsi- 
bilities, the woman in an incorporat- 
ed home would have placed on her 
financial responsibilities equal to 
that of her husband. When a corpo- 
ration is dissolved, responsibility does 
not extend beyond it to the private 
assets of the individual, and applying 
the same rule to the dissolution or 
direction as it is today.
